naughty child would cry \vh<*n, niter 
eating grnj>es and np|des, lie would have» 
to finish his bread, that 
bo many p oor 
people arc in need of, and his mother 
would let him throw away the ‘pi< co he 
had bitten into, or would finish it herself. 
Now it happened that Hanz fell ill; 
fever burned him, his throat was chok ed, 
and his breath came heavily with a rat­ 
tling sound; he has the croup, a terrible 
disease that has made the eyes of many 
mothers and of many fathers red with 
weeping. 
The i*oor woman at this sight felt a 
horrible pain at her heart. 
W ithout doubt you have seen in some 
church the image of Our Lady clothed in 
mourning and standing beneath the cross, 
with her breast torn ojien showing the 
bleeding heart in which are plunged seven 
silver blades—three on one side and four 
on the other.

through eternity. 
She dressed him in his 
►Sunday clothing, in his silk en dress and 
his pel isso, trimmed with fur, so tlmt he 
would not 
Ihj cold in tlx * damp place 
where he was going. 
She placed lx *side 
him liin doll with the enameled eyes that 
ho had loved so much that it had always 
slept Invside him in his cradle. 
How she lingered over the task ! 
flow 
many thousand times she gave him his 
hist k iss! 
At the moment of smoothing 
down the shroud, she jierceived that she 
had forgotten to put on the dead child 
his pretty little red shoes. 
She sought for them in the room, for 
it hurt her to see bare those feet that, lx *- 
foro so moist and so rosy, were now icy 
and pale; but during her absence the 
rats, having found the shoes under the 
lw*d, for want of better food, had nibbled 
and gnawed them, and had torn the k id. 
It was a great grief for the ¡x x )r mother 
that her Ilanz was form i to go into the 
other world with bare feet ; for when the 
heart is one great wound it is sufficient to 
touch it to mak e it bleed.
